2.  The  Galleries  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authen- 
ticity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.

It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  dispersal  of  the  collections  formed  by  the  late  Ogden 
Mills  and  his  father  over  a period  of  forty  years,  and  contained  within 
this  catalogue,  will  re-state  effectively  for  their  purchasers  the  eminence 
of  eighteenth  century  French  craftsmanship,  in  a setting  well  fitted  to 
form  a textbook  of  instruction  in  this  domain.

No/e:  The  Fetes  Italiennes.  or  Fites  de  Village  a I'ltalienne.  comprise  a grand 
series  of  fourteen  subjects  after  the  cartoons  of  Frangois  Boucher  (1703-1770),  the 
famous  court  painter  of  Louis  XV.  The  first  specimens  of  the  series  were  executed  in 
1736.  under  the  direction  of  Nicolas  Besnier  and  J.  B.  Oudry,  and  enjoyed  an  ex- 
ceptional success,  the  more  popular  subjects  being  several  times  repeated;  the  present 
tapestry  and  its  companion  [Number  538]  were  each  executed  eleven  times,  the  last 
pair  being  woven  in  the  year  1762.  A part  series  is  in  the  Royal  Swedish  Collection. 

The  present  tapestries  are  in  fine  preservation,  notably  as  to  the  liveliness  of  the 
coloring.
